began to get into the weekly debating program— my baptism 
into public speaking:

But Reginald', I learned later, had actually been suspended 
from the Nation of Islam by Tbe Messenger Elijah Muhammad, 
charged with immorality. After he had learned tbe truth, and 
had accepted the truth and the laws of tbe Muslim, be still was 
reportedly carrying on improper relations with some woman 
of his who lived In New York. Some other Muslims who learned 
ef it bad made charges against Reginald to Mr. Muhammad in 
Chicago, and Mr. Muhammad had suspended Reginald. 

I WAS IN A TORMENT. FtaaHy, I wrote to Mr. Mshammad. 
trying to defend my brother, appealing for him. I told him what 
Reginald, was to me, what my brother meant to me. 1 put the 
letter into the box for the prison censor. Then, all of the rest 
of that night, I prayed to Allah. I don't thank that anyone ever 
prayed more sincerely to Allah. I prayed for to me kin d of 
relief fw my terrible confusion.- , ' - -.. 

It was that night, nr, rather. It was the next night, I lay on 
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n»y faedAnjJ I su ddenly, wit h 
• sJartTbecune aware oTa 
man sitting beside me in my 
chair. He bad on a dark suit, 
1 remember, 1 could see trim 
as plainly as I see anyone I 
look at He wasn't black, and 

§e wasn't white. He was light* 
taws-skinned, an Asiasic 
complexion, and bad oily 
black hair. 

He just sat there. Then, as 
*i4letgy as he had come, he 
W£3 gone. Later, of course, I 
learned that my prevision was 
om ifaster W. D. Fard, the 
Messiah, who had appointed 
Mr. Elijah Muhammad as His 
Last Messenger to the black 
people of North America. 

Gradually I saw the chas- 
tisement of Allah — what 
Christians would caU "the 
curse" come upon Reginald. 
He had begun to lose his mind 
— as we know it. In prison, 
since 1 bad become a Mus- 
lim, I had grown a beard. 
He visited me, be moved 
nervously about in his chair; 
he fold me that each hair of 
my beard was a snake. He 
saw snakes everywhere. 

He next began to believe 
that he was the Messenger of 
Allah- He went around in the 
streets of Koxbmy telling 
people he had some divine 
power.

ger Elijah Muhammad. 

I was unprepared, totally, 
for (the Messenger Elijah Mu- 
hammad's physical impact 
upon my emotions. From the 
rear of Mosque No. 2' he 
caihe toward the platform. 
The small, brown face, the 
sensitive, gentle face that 1 
had studied on photographs 
until I had seen it in dreams, 
was fixed straight ahead as 
thej Messenger strode, encir- 
cled by the marching, strap- 
ping "Fruit of Islam" guards. 

THE MESSENGER, com- 
pared to them, seemed frag- 
ile| almost tiny. He and the 
fruit ot Islam were dressed 
in park suits, white shirts and 
bow tes. The Messenger wore 
a gold-embroidered fez. Hear- 
ing his voice, I sat leaning 
forward, riveted upon his 
weirds.

IN THE SUMMERTIME of 
1953 — all praise is due to Al- 
lah— I was named Detroit 
Mosque No. l's assistant min- 
ister. Every time I could get 
off, I would go to Chicago 
and see Mr. Elijah Muham- 
mad. He encouraged me to 
come when I could. I felt 
like, and I was treated like, 
another son, or another broth- 
er, by Mr. Muhammad and 
his dark, good wife, Sister 
Clara Muhammad, and their 
children, and his dear moth- 
er, Mother Marie.

WHEN I HEARD the car's horn, I was walking oh 
St. Nicholas Avenue. But my ears were hearing 
& (Tun. I didn't dream the horn could possibly be for 
jne.

» Shorty— from Boston! 
\ I'd scared him nearly to death. 
| "Daddy-O:" 
* I couldn't have been happier to see my mother! I 
knew Shorty had hit his number and that he was play- 
ing dates around Boston with his own band. 

Inside the car he told me Sammy had telephoned 
how I was Jammed up tight and he'd better come and 
get me. I didn't put up any objections to leaving town. 
I brought out and stuffed into the car's trunk whftt 
little stuff I cared to hang onto. Then we hit the high- 
way and drove back to Boston. He afterward told irve 
that through just about the whole ride back, I talked 
all out of my head. 

My sister Ella couldn't believe how atheist, how uncouth 
I had become- Even Shorty, whose Boston apartment I now 
again shared, wasn't prepared for how I lived and f^ojigm. - 
like » predatory animal. •« 
Hew I knew that I'd have 
to n»ve * hustle. Just satis- 
tying my cocaine habit alone 
cost me about 120 a day. I 
guess another *3 a day could 
have been added lor reeiers 
and just plain tobacco. 

When I opened the subject 
ot houte burglary with Shorty, 
he really ihocked me by how 
quickly he atreed. 

Shorty wanted to bring 
In with us this friend of his, 
whom I had met, and liked, 
called "Sonny." He -worked 
regularly for an employment 
agency that sent him to wait 
on tables at exclusive par- 
tie» at exclusive people's 
' nomes. 
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I »f B U T T H AT 5HOB»UKAS 
absolutely right in want- 
ing Sonny to Join us in 
burglarizing homes. A good 
burglary team Included a 
"finder" — one who locates 
lucrative places to rob. Then 
another principal need Is 
someone able to "case" these 
places' physical layouts— to 
determine means of entry, 
the best getaway routes, and 
so forth. 

Sonny qualified 11 t two. 
in -one find. By being sent to 
work in the finest homes, he 
wouldn't be suspected when 
he sized up their loot and 
eased the joint, just runniri 
around looking busy with a 
while cotton coat on. 

We were going along fine. J 
We'd make a good pile and 
then lie low a while, living!

Bat it's s Uw of nature 
that every criminal expects 
to get caught. I had put a 
stolen watch into a jewelry 
*&op for its broken crystal to 
bit replaced. It was about 
tta days later, when I went 
tf pick up the watch, that 
things fell apart. 

I had on my gun in the 
shoulder holster, under my 
coat. The loser of the watch, 
the person from whom it 
had been stolen, had de- 
scribed the repair that It 
needed.

LrjAMMY, "PRETTY BOY,'' proved to be my friend

of a hustle should I best get into, Sammy had the best 
marijuana I'd ever used.

T^/'HAT EFFECT'will the murder of IMalcolm X 

' have on the civil rights movement? 

* ' Perhaps the best answer that can now be 

•givrr. woulrl be to examine the strangely ironii role played 

by M.iicolm X and the Black Muslims in the Whole stormy 

civil rights struggle 6t recent years. 

Revolutionary movements need their extremists and 
"wicked partners" if only to make the less zealous leaders 
seem more reasonable and reassuring. 

That seems to have been the part for 
which Malcolm X was cast. Headlined 
widely as a hate-preaching symbol of black 
violence, he wis looked upon by many hor- 
rified whites as the darker, bloodier alterna- 
tive towards which the Negro masses might 
turn 'if something isn't done," 

Tliii fear made the demands of other 
Negro leaders easier to accept and helped 
advance the civil rights cause. 

Certainly Martin Luther King Jr. lost 
no stature wheti his doctrine of non-violence ^as assailed 
hy Malcolm X as "the best weapon that the white man who 
wants to brutalize Negroes has," 

Voter registration seemed somewhat more pressing 
after Malcolm X called for "bullets instead ol baillot*." 

"Big Red," as he was nicknamed, must havei been aware 
or the effect he was having. He took such evident pleasure 
in thinking up new epithets of hate while taunting the 
"white devils" and urging Negroes to form rifle clubs for 
*seH protection. - ^ ^ __■ __ ... .•"rrrr^"* 
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Actually the whofc felnck Muslim movement ha* »h<™.y*_^ 
"Tnonieil biftrer in white than in Negro thinking. Shortly after 
the Blrmincham riots of 1963, 1 dfd a survey of Netrro feel- . 
In* in nine Northern cities. Only one in every 10 Necme* 
interviewed had something jpod to say about the Black 
MudinM. Often this praise m weaker than their criticism. 

In exalting Black supremacy, Malcolm X had preached 
the rejection of everything the white man stood for. But 
American Negroes have never wanted to be cut off Into a 
separate nation or stirt- even "hen the stresses oC ineffec- 
tive integration have W*n heaviest. Always their drive has 
been to be accepted as equals by the white man. 

"How can we ask for equality if we talk of black su- 
premacy?" demanded a i dentist in Canton, Ohio. 

"I don't want a Negro country," said an unemployed 
factory worker in New IJersej'. "I want to stay right here." 

An electrical worker in Brooklyn declared, "I don't go 
for violence. Besides, we're outnumbered." 

Many other Negroes have too strong a faith in Christi- 
anity to swk salvation |n a Mohammedan mosque. 

It is my own feelinir that the civil rights cauw wilt roll 

on without suffering serious impediment. Tlic widespread 

arcentanr** of the new civil rights law and Sen. Barry Gnld- 

waterV crushing defeat have brought a basic ciianse In the 

i' racial riimale through Itlie country. 

Negro-white tensions will continue to rock the nation in

Sgt. McClellan and his men were right there at the 
studio and escorted Malcolm X back to the hotel.

"Those are all Black. Muslims, At least two of them 
t reeotnl» as being from New York.

"It's only going to be a matter of time before they 
catch op *ith roe I know too much aboot the Muslims," 
he declared.

The next day — Sunday, Jan, 31— Malcolm X flew 
back to New York, Chicago police escorted him to O'Hare 
Ahport and saw him off.

ty protect Elijah Mutoammad wherever ha appeaxed'at a 
Ally, The elaborate) "Honor Guarde" miroundlnf .Mu- 
hammad wen not to nroeh concerned with protectlni 
him rrom the so-called "bine-eyed devils" (or "Wb^ies) 
ai they were In proteottni bJxn from the rarloua would-ba 
black leaden who vera hie potential rivals for power In 
the Black Ghetto. 

The point la that the Intense rivalry for control of 
the black masses was productive of the bitterest antag- 
onisms, and anyon* who coveted this control did so at 
treat personal risk. 

Malcolm X accepted this risk. He knew that he might 
be stilled. .an d frequently discussed the pos sibility. S « 
lived with iht decision that h« himself hacTmedt to 
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lgCQB&JJeadsr tat his own right *nd tn hU t»n twit 
And hk« Patrice Laammba. * man h* admired very 
greatly, he paid (or that decision witfc hia life. 

To nt that Malcolm died a* a result of internal 
rivalries within the Black Nationalist movement dqes 
not get to the heart of the matter In which hii dearth 
figures 10 prominently. 

The fundamental waestlon baa U da with how ir-d 
why the Harlem community eould develop an Intra -rkcial 
rivalry of inch Proportions aa to seriously tbreates the 
peace of New York Ctty, and ta hate Important ramifica- 
tions for race relation* throughout America. 
r In the first place, Harlem la probably the ;moit 
densely populated "black" community anywhere in tlje 
uorld. It la certainly the most densely populated Black 
Ohetto on this side of the Atlantic. 
* In Harlem there la power—* tremendous potential 
power In the successful channeling ol the energies that 
derive from, frustrations, resentment, and hatred. 

SUCH leaders as Adam Clayton Powell, and such orgir.H- 
zations as the NAACP have barely touched the powej 
potent:*! that is Inherent In a city of a million cooped -up, 
dissident black* surrounded by an affluent (and oftefr 
apathetic) community of whites who are in political and 
economic control. 

Forty years ago, Marcus Garvey tried to Up this 
power potential and very nearly succeeded. Garvey failed. 
not for want of followers, but because he failed to dis- 
cern correctly what the people wanted. 

He thought they wanted to migrate to Africa to 
(■cape the white mm, when. In fact, ever since long be* 
fore the Emancipation. Negroes have insisted that they 
bate no desire or Intentions or leaving. 

Elijah Muhammad learned from Garvey's mistakes, 
We don't hav e to go to Africa, he said. We can hav»; 
-.» nation of our own right here! And indeed, Muhsfm- 
:inad built a sizable Black: Muslim empire on the proi'li* 
irf "a black nation right here in America.'*

T Ur tfr 
want to be a lull and accepted part of tha American 
eltisenry with complete access to tha normal not* of 
rights and responsibuiUes cltiMnshfp implies. 

In place* Uka New York City, Philadelphia, Chieaav 
and Detroit when Negroes srt crowded bit* ghettse 
under living conditions Intolerable for setf-reapecttng 
human beings; where decent Jobs and advancement In- 
centives are tied to racial identification, the aerial 
aniiiity Negroes suffer often leads them along tha pnw< 
Ipiee of violence. ' 

My recent book, "My Face Is Black." predicted the 
Harlem riots of last Bummer. Before the book coAld 
come from the press we had experienced the un- 
precedented phenomenon of four riots within the space 
of a lew weeks, 

NEGRO leadership Is not agreed on the cause or the 
meaning of the riots. They have been called tha 
handiwork of a few "punks and thugs"' who took ad* 
vantage of an explosive atmosphere in order to promote 
their own nefarious ends. Undoubtedly "punks and 
thugs" were involved, but this does not eliminate the 
troublesome question of why the atmosphere waa "ex- 
plosive." 

At the time of the Harlem riots. Malcolm X was 
in Africa, whence he cabled his satisfaction at being 
absent for fear that he would have been charged with 
fomenting the riots. Malcolm X gave himself too much 
credit. 

The conditions for a racial outburst In Harlem and 
In other large cities are Inherent in the Baton of the 
Black Ghetto, they will erupt In a nightmare of vtoltne* 
and destruction whenever these is a catalyst- -an Incident 
of sufficient invitation to set It off. , 

;The present tenseness \s a case in point. Althoucn 
the 'overwhelming evidence suggests that the death o.' 
Maijpe-un X *t the hands of a Negro assassin Is purely

It has been said that then are "international 
implications" In the slaying of Malcolm X This I doubt. 
Onquestlonably, Malcolm X bu many Mends and 
well-wishers In Africa and Asia (as does Mr. Muhkm- 
mad, for that matter), but there is little to indicate 
that his death la in any way an International coup. 
Of the dozens ol Black Nationalist groups la Herein 
and else where among our Important cities, none! is 
auffleiently attached to an extra- national power to 
make Malcolm '« death a matter of International im- 
portance. 

TIE ANSWER Is closer to home. The answer U tn {the 
local struggle among contending rivals for leader- 
ship of the black masses, which an potentially the mjort 
volatile sub- group In America, 

The end la not In stent yet. Since World War TI, 
the Negro In America has learned a lot about adopting 
causes, however chauvinistic, and betar willing to suffer, 
saerillce, and even die for them. The new generation 
of students working in Mississippi and Alabama and 
Louisiana are cases In point. 

^egroee have also learned a lot shoot oTganlied 
vfoUnee, Much of this they leirned from the white mkn 
— 1*> the South and in the North— the Klaa, the White 
Citizen* Councils, the Mafia, etc. 

tin a tense, orranlse£ violence represents a urt lot 
"coming of age" foe an ethnic group In its stpaggle 
for a share of America. It is a phase throHfb which the 
IHsb, the Jew*, the Italians, and other group* b»Ve 
passed, or are passing. 

Need the Vegro travel the same road? And If fee

WHEN MY MOTHER was pregnant with me, 
she told me later, a party of Ku Kiux XlSh 
(riders came suddenly one night, galloping cji 
their horses around our home In Omaha, Neb., Th«y 
^topped with their upraised torches lighting all 
'•round the house to prevent any escape by imy 
father. My mother came out of the front dqor. 
She defied them that she was alone with her 
three small children, and that my father was 
away, preaching In Milwaukee, The Klansmfen 
shouted threats and warnings at her that we had 
better get out of Omaha, because the good Chris- 
tian white people were not going to stand for my 
father's "spreading trouble" among the lc<al 
"good" Negroes with the "Back to Africa" teach- 
ings of Marcus Garvey— a.t that time, 1925, the 
most controversial black man on earth. 

The Klansmen spurred their horses ind galloped 
•bout the hcuse. close enough to use their gun bulls to 
shatter »U of the glass panes In the window*. Then they 
rode a*ay. My father, the Rev. Earl UtUe, «u ennged 
■»hen he returned. He decided that ther would w*it until 
I *a* bom— -which would ba sooo— and then the family 
Vould move, 

I am not wre why he made thla decision uhnu 
ot a frlctitened Jleiro, u most then wen, and itiU irt 
today. My lather Wis a bitf. six-foot-four, very Haek mm. 
He had only ona eye. How he had lost the other one.! j; 
-never have known. H* was from Reynolds. Ga„ where he' 
had finished the third or maybe the lourth grade. Among 
htmself and his six brothers he had seen four ot them die 
of violence, three of them in the South, allied by white 
people, including on* of them buna. 

Whit my father could not know was that ot the three 
remaining, including himself, only one. mj TJnele Jim. 
would die In bed, of Ulness. Northern white police were 
la ter going to shoot my Uncle Oscar, and my lather was 
firilllyT t6Tf. going to die at white hands. -. 
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w aas a lways stayed *a my mind that 1 would 
Woteoe*. I bav* don* all that I can U b* prepared 

I was my father's seventh child. Hi had by a prertou* 
marriage three. Ella, Earl and Mary, who lived lo Boston, 
la Philadelphia he had met and married oar mother. 

Their tint chUd, my oldest full brother, Wilfred, was 
bom there. They moved fnn Philadelphia to Omaha, 
where Hilda and then FhUbert vert bora, and then I 
was the next on In Ur.e. 

The family waited, ai my father had decided, and 
my mother wu 3a when I waa torn on May 1», 1B3S. {n 
all Omaha; hospital. '■ 

j Lola* Little, my mother, who waa born In GrenaC*. 
is the British West Indies, looked like a whit* womaiii 
IJer lathw was white, V 

Sha had black hair, and her aeeent did no* scundi 
like a Negro's. Of thla while devil father of hen, I know* 
nothing except her sham* about It, I remember hearing 
her say that she wu flad that she never had seen him. 
It *u of course as a result of him that I got my reddish- 
brown "maxlny" color of skin, and my hair of the earn* 
color. 

I crew up as the lightest child In our house. (Out In 
the. world later on, in Boston and New York. I waa for 
years Insane enough to feel that it waa some kind of 
status symbol to be light eomplexiontd. Now, I hat* 
•very drop of that white rapist's blood that la in me.) 

We next went to Lansing, Mich. A house was bought, 
and soon my father was doing free-lane* Christian 
Baptist preaching m local Negro churches, and during 
the week he was moving about, spreading th» Gamy 
teachings. He had begun laying the foundation for th* 
store that he had always wanted to own when, as always, . 
some stupid local "TTncle Tom" Negroes began tunneling 
everything they beard to the local white people. 

ON THE NIGHTMARE 1929 night which Is the earliest 
vtvjd memory that I have, J remember being suddenly 
snatched awake in to a nearly petrifying confusion of 
pistol thots and shouting and smoke and flames. My 
lather had seen and shouted and shot at the two white 
men who had set ftre to our house and were running 
away. My mother with th* baby In her arms Just mad* 
rt into the yard before the house crashed In, showering 
,up sparks. The police and firemen came and atood around 
watching th* hous* bum the rest of th* Way. 
■ I remember vaHOf up 1a 1931, again 1* lb* sound of 
,my toother's screaming. When I scrambled eat, I saw tba 
'police fa the living room. All of u children wb* wer* 
staring knew that something bad had happened U *nt 
lather. j 

My mother said later that she was taken by the polity 
to the hospital, and to ft room where a sheet waa over 
my father in a bed, and she wouldn't look, she tu 
afraid to. Probably it wu wise that ah* didn't. My 
father's skull, on- on* side, was crushed In. And hi* 
body was cut almost in. half where he had been run over 
by the wheels of a streetcar. 

He had been bludgeoned by someone, and then laid 
acrosi the tracks for th* streetcar to run over. He lived 
two-and-a-half hours tn that condition. (Negroes born 
In Georgia had to be strong just to survive.) It was 
mosBlm^hen we children at horn* got th* ward th*4 
be waa dead I was «;*. 



Mt mot her wa* S* year* old now. Sh* wu t*t? 
shook up some kind of a famU> routine got gTflni again. 
An* tot u long u th* first Insurance money lasted, w* 
did *ul right. When th* tt«t« welfare peopl* began 
coming to our house, w« would com* home from school 
sometime* and find them there talking with our mother, 
uktaf * thousand questions. 

Thtf wer* acting and looking at her and ns and 
around t» *ttr ho*** In a way that had abort It th* 
fcYUng thai w* wer* net people. W* were lost things, 
that «« an. __ 

W* swiftly began to go downhill. The physical down- 
hlS wasn't u quick u the psychic. My mother w«. 
above everything else, a proud woman, and It took it* 
toll on her that she was accepting charity. And her 
feelings communicated to us, and among us children. It 
didn't help any when I began to get caught stealing 
snacks from stores, and the welfare people began to 
focus on me. 

The state people saw her weakening. That was when 
they began the definite steps to take me away lrom the 
house. They began to tell me how nlc* it was going to 
be at the nearby Gohannes's home, where the Gohann«» 
and their nephew. "Big Boy." and old Mr*. Adcock all 
had said how much they would like to have me live with 

them. 

When finally I did go to the Gohannes's home, at 
least In a surfac* way 1 was glad. I would return horn* 
to Tlslt fairly often, and saw how the stat* people wer* 
soaking plans to take over ail tht children. My mother 
wlttd to herself nearly all th* time now. Th* eorirt 
oriiers wer* signed, fi nally. ThtgLtook her to the stat* 
miital hospital in Kalamazoo. My mother Is still In th* 
tarn* hospital > 

IGCTESS 1 MtfST HAVE had some vague Idea that If T 
weren't In school, Id b* allowed to Just live at th* 
Gohannes's and wander around town, stealing and 
loafins, or maybe get a Job If I wanted one. But I got 
rocked on my heels when a state man that I hadn't seen 
before came and got me at the Gohannes's and took m* 
down to court. They said I was going to the detention 
home it was about 12 miles from Lansing, Mich. I was 
13 years old. The detention horn* w*a where all boys 
and girls on their way to reform school were held, waiting. 

. Th* Isdy in charge of th* detention home, Mr?, 
fiwerlin. and her husband were very good people. Her first 
nam* was Lois, and Mr. Swerlin's wu JUn, j remembet. 
Ghe was bigger than he, a big, buxom woman. She showet 
m* to my room—In my life, my first own room. It was Uv 
oA of the donmtoryllki buildings where th* Uda in de- 
tention were kept. I discovered next, with surprise, that 
I at* right at the tables with them. 

' Different ones of the detention horn* youngsters, 
when their dates came up, went on off to.th* reform 
school. But. mine came up two or three times; It was al- 
ways Ignored. I saw new youngsters arrive and leave. I 
was glad, and grateful. I knew it was Mrs. Swerlin's do- 
i ng. She f inally told me one day that I was goin g tn *ritrr 
th* Mason High School. 
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Tft ass h it* Uda then wen friendly. Some-BTOy-Tn- 
eluding the teacher*, m calling me "nigger" everywhere 
I turned, but It m easy to see that they didnt man, any 
harm. "The nigger," to f»ct, m extremely popular. I «u 
unique, the only one around— you know what I mean? 
Every Sunday I went to Sunday school and church. The™ 
wa* no black church to go to, so I went ta tha whit* one. 
lit Mason Big h 1 was elected the class president; It 
shocked me. Mora thin it did other people. I tea Jt new. 
My grade* were among the hi, heat to the school i W a* 
-fllooi la my class, like a pink poodle, I am not goto* » 

r i»*t I waant proud. . 7* • 

Along toward th* end of that year, our father* crown 
daughter, Ella, by hi* first man-toga came from BosUn to 
I*artnr. Attar nattlng each home whan my different 
brbthert and sister* were staying/Ela laft But At had 
told me to write to her, and aha had suggested that I 
might like to spend the summer holiday flsHlng her ta 
Boston. I Jumped at that chance. 

That summer of 194* I caught the Greyhound bus, 
with my cardboard suitcase and wearing my green null, 
If someone nad hung the sign Hick on me, I eouldn't hav't 
looked much more obvious, 

Ella met me. She took me home. The house was ort 
Waumbeek Street, in Roxbury. the Harlem at Boston. I 
aaw, or met. I suppose a hundred peopla whose big-city 
talk and way* left my mouth hanging open. The cars they" 
drove! I tried to describe it. when I got back to Lansing; 
but I couldn't, i thought constantly about all that I had 
teen. 

One day Mrs. Swerlin called me Into the living room. 
Bhe said she felt there was no need for ma to be at th»< 
detention home any longer. I wroto to EJla In Boston. I 
don't know how Ella did tt, but official custody of me «u 

transferred from Miehigtn to Massachusetts. Th* s?"i* 
week that I finished the eighth grate, I again caught the 
Greyhound bui. All praise is due to Allah! If I hadn't gone 
on to Boston, probsbly I'd still ba a brainwashed black 
Christian. 

THIS TIMS I WAS BIO ENOtJOH to walk around town 
, by myself and I just knocked myself out, gawking. 
Boston's downtown had the biggest stores that I ever saw, 
and white people* restaurant* and hotels. On Massa- 
chusetts Avenue, nest door to the Loew's Btate TheaMr, 
Vw the big. exciting Rowland State Ballroom. Big powers 
advertised the nationally famous bands, white and Negro, 
that had been there. I saw that Coming Next Week wae 
Glenn Miller. 

I wanted to find myself a Job to mrprlse Ella, to show 
her I could, mostly. One afternoon something told me to 
j? o inside a poolroom whose window I was looking through. 
Something made me decide to talk, to a stubby, dark fel- 
low who racked up the balls for the pool players, and 
whom I'd heard different ones call "Shorty." 

And one day he came outside and saw me standing 
there with my kinky, reddiah hair and he had said. "Hi, 
Red," so that mad* me figure that he wa* friendly. In- 
conspicuously as I could, I went on to tha back, where 
Will Bflufty looked up at ma over an i '""'*■"■ m ****■' 



hi w a * f lUtog with the powder that pool playerrapsfcBft 
over their finger*. El* hair had been "conked" to make it 
slick and straight. I told him rd appredat* tt If he'd tea 
m« bow could somebody go about getting a job. He asked 
what had I tm don*, and where. And that waa bow h* 
Uarned that I'd been at Maaoa High. 

Be nearly dropped th* powder can. He haOered -My 
homeboy! Man, limine some skin! Man, I'm from Lans- 
ing!" Pretty soon w* sounded aa though wa had been 
raised to the tame block, and w* were reacting like long* 
tan brother*. "Tott'r* my bomeboy— I'm going to school 
yoi ta the happening*." I Just had U stand op there sad 
grti Ilk* a foal. I waa s» glad ta bear those ward*. 

* I hung around in th* back of th* poolroom, and' 
Shorty, keeping an eye on the pool games up at the table*, 
would run and rack bails, then come back and talk. He 
asked my circumstances, and I told him about Ella and 
all. Shorty* job— or "sl«v*"~in the poolroom there, he 
said, was just to keep ends together while he learned his 
hom.A coup]* of years before he'd hit the numbers, and 
bought a saxophone. 

"Like all the cats," he told me, "I play at least a 
dollar a day on the full number with my main man. Soon 
as I hit that. I plan to organise my band, get tha studs 
some uniform* and stuff." Before wa went out, be opend 
hi* saxophone case and showed tha born to me. It was 
gleaming brass against the green velvet, aa alto sax. H* 
•aid, "Keep cool homeboy. Some of the est* will turn* you 
up, a slave." 

When I got home, Ella said there had been a tele- 
phsn* call from somebody named Shorty. He had left » 
message that over at the Roseland State Ballroom, trst 
shwshine boy. named rreddle, waa Quitting that nlghw 
and Shorty had told him to hold the Job for me. i 

npHB FRONT OP TH* BAIXROOM was all lighted 

* when I got there. A msn at the front door was letting 

in members of Benny Goodman's band. I told htm I 

wanted to see the shoeshine boy, Freddie. 

A wiry, brown- skinned, "conked'* cat unsUlri In the 

men* room greeted m*. *T«u Shorty'* homeboyf I said 
I was, and he said he was a friend of Shorty's. "Good

But I know they ell mixed togethtr with my first shoot- 
ing craps, playing cards, and betting my dollax a day on 
the numbers as I started some light tiangin* out at night 
with Shorty and different ones of his friends, and. some- 
times, chicks they knew. 

Mixed In wtth this, too, was my first »»t suit and my 
first processing of mj kinky hair to straighten it. the 
conk. Shorty had promised to school me In how most 
young cat* beat tine barbershope' three -and four-dollar 
price by making their own "congoliene," and conking 
themselves once they learned how. 

Shorty would take, ma to sToory, frantle scenei 
(parttse) in eafftrsnt chicks' and eats' pads. With tin 
UihU arid tha jokefifflTdown" mTSUSw, wa "bit* gaga* 
(emoted marOttaaaf or "juiced beek" tdraajr. liquet). The. 
efcjck* I met ten f 1» a» May wtae, the eata were hip M 
all happening*. (That'* lust to give a taste of tha tfeni 
that vh talked by everyone * horn I respected in those 
days.) I'd acquired the fashionable ghetto adornments 
my tool suits and a conk: I had berjn drinking liquor 
smoking clgarets and reefers, and I was absorbing a Tfli 
of the "hip" dialogue. 

YOU WOtJLDNT HAVT BELIEVED tt was me. 
"Gelcha goooood hiuunun' eheteeeese < , . Mttd- 
•nchesl Coffee! Candy! Cake! lee cream!" 

Rocking along the tracks every other day for four 
fcoura between Boston and New York, in the coach-eat 
aisles of the New Haven line's Yankee Clipper. 

An old PuUroen porter, a friend of Ella's, had rec- 
ommended the railroad job for me. He had told her thai 
the war was snatching a**y railroad men so fast that If 
I could pass for Si, he could get me on. I knew that sev- 
eral Ntw Haven trains ran between Boswn and New York. 
Secretly, lor years. I had wanted to visit New York City. 

Right there since I had been In Roxbury, I had heard 
so much raving about "The Big Apple," aa it tu called, 
by ?uioui kinds of people who traveled a lot, by mu- 
sicians, merchant-marine sailors. ebauMeur* for whit* 
families, salesmen and different hustlers. 

Anyway, at the railroad-personnel hiring office down 
eh Dover Street, a tired-aoting, greyheaded, old whits 
clerk got down to the crucial point. "Age?" When I told 
Mm "Twenty-one," he never lifted his eye* up from,Jii» 
Prticll. And I knew I had it made. V 

The dining-car crew told me before we left Boston 
that their favorite spot In New York was a place cabled 
Small's Parad!, 1 *. The cooks took me up to Harlem with 
them, in a cab. 'White New York passed by like a scenario 
then -imost abruptly, when we left Central Park at thi 
upper end, at 110th Street, the people's compleaior 
changed to Negroes. It was about five-thirty In the after- 
noon. 
" ' Biu y" Seventh Arenas ran along In front wf-taajfi 



Paradise, i^e Xegra place ef business had svej tasreani 
a* aa much. Around the big, loxurlon-laokhig elresW 
bar probably vera II er ft- men, at mostly nea, and swT> 
aral women, drinking and talking. 

From then on. every layover night ta Harlem, I ex« 
pie-red new places. I first got a room at the Harlem YMCA 
because It was less than a block from Small's Paradis*. 
Then I got a room, cheaper, at a rooming bouaa wheril 
most of the railroad men stayed. ■■ 

i I hung in Small's and the Braddock bar so much thai 
the bartenders began to pour bourbon, my favorite brand 
of lu, when they saw me. And the steady customers In both 
plates, the hustlers in SmslTi and the musicians and en- 
tertainers in the Braddock, began to call me "Bed," tha 
nickname that my red conk made natural, I know. 

My musical friends were of the caliber of Duke El- 
lington's great drummer. Sonny Greer, and that great 
personality with the violin, Ray Nance. Ray'a the on* 
who sang that wild "seat" style, that "bloo-blop-b!e- 
bIap-b!a*bloo-blem-blam— " Remember that? And peopla 
like Cootie Williams: a little later on Pearl Bailey sang 
with Cootie. And Eddie <Mr. Cleanhe«d> Vinson; In the 
Braddock he'd kid me about bis conk— he had nothing 
<up there but ..skin. I knew Cy Oliver; he was married to a 
kind of red girl, and they lived up on "Sugar HlU.'* and 
he did a lot of arranging for Tommy Doraey. 

By that time, on the Yankee Clipper, they had t> 
itughing bet going among the waiters that I want going 
t(> last. Because I had so rapidly become «uch a wild young 
Nsgro, I'd come to work, loud and wild and half high c*t 
either liquor or reefers, and I'd stay that way, Jamming 
sandwiches at people until we got to New York. j 

Off the train I'd go through that Grand Central 
Station afternoon rush hour crowd, and many peopla 
simply stopped in their tracks to watch me pass. The 
drape and the cut of a zoot suit showed to ^te best ad- 
vantage if you were tall, remember — and I w»# over six 
feet. 

My conk was fire-rrd. My knob-toed, orange-colored 
"klrkup 1 * shoes were the Cadillacs of <hon In tnose days. 
(Thcr nude theja ridiculous style* for sale only in tha 
black ghetto* where ignorant Xenoes ujt, me would pay 
the big-name price.) And then, between Small's Paradlee, 
tht-Braddoek Hotel, and ether ptaee*. aa much as my III 
ar |t$ weald let roe, with my lneteasing vanber ef friends 

I drank lienor, smoked marijuana, and get a few hoars* 
sl^ep before the Yankee Clipper rolled again. 

What did me In was that when soma passenger wrote 
the New Haven line a mild letter, the conductors backel 
*'. up, telling how many verbal complaints they'd had. 
and how many warnings I'd been givsn. I didn't eare. 

Ms quitting the railroad was In my mind only *a 
matter of time anyway. And I knew that the way the 
Army was snatching up anybody who vu wans and able 
to walk, all the Jobs 1 could want were going begging. 

Back in New York, stony broke, I went over to 
Smalls Paradise. One of the bartenders called me aslda 
and said that If I went downstairs right away to the 
office. I might be able to replace a day waiter who was 
about to go into the Army. 

Ed Small and his brother, Charlie, had seen me in 
the place so much that it made it pretty easy. They also 
knew 1 was a railroad man. which, for a waiter, was the 
bas t fc l n a'. of recommendation. It was in 1943, just_gasi 
my 17th tiithday, ** '" 
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Mfrnf - S MALL'3 practically In the center oi - vt us *. 
IT thin*- hippenin*. waiting tables there «u Seventh 
Heaven seven, times over! Chtrlle Small had told oat 
not to be late! Why, what iu he talking about? I »u 
so anxious to be then. I'd arrive an hour early! Insidt •> 
week I don't know who Hied me most, lbs cook* or tha 
bartender*. 

And the customer*, who had seen me among them 
around the bar, recognizing' me now In the waiter's 
Jacket, were surprised, pleased, and they couldn't heirs 
(>een more friendly. Recognizing that by New York teriu 
;r still was just a 'hick, they began to school me. 

Flate-clothes detectives were quietly Identified >$» 
me, by a nod, a wink. Knowing- the law people in ihe 
area, was elementary for the hustlers, and, Use them. 
In ilme. I would letrn to tense almost the presence »! 
any police and agent types. And added to the civilian 
ones then to 19*2, each of the military services had 
civilian-dressed "eyes" and ■'ears." 

Every day, all of my tips— as high as tio a day-^I 
would gamble on the numbers, and dream of what I 
would do and buy as soon as I "hit." The straight num> 
ber chances o£ hitting were s thousand-to-on*. but your 
chances could be increased by what was called "com* 
ttnating.'" For example, six cents would put one penny 
on each of the six possible combinations or three digits'. 
Take the number 840. say. "Combinated," it would cover 
Bid. 804, 048, 403. 480 and C84. 

i The dally small army of "runners" each got 10 pjr 
enl of the monsy they turned In. along with the 'sets 
slips, to thsir "controllers." (And II you hit. you s»ve 
t;? runner a 10 per cent tip.1 A controller might huve 
al many as 50 runners working for him. and the ccp- 
troller cot 5 per cent or what he turned over to the 
"bankers." who paid oil the nits, paid oil the police, 
and, off the balance, got rich. 

I should stress thai Smalt's wasn't any haven for 
criminals. I dwell upon bustlers because it was their 
■world that fascinated me. Actually, for the night-tile 
crowd, most ot which the hosOers regarded u "square," 
Small's was one of the two or three most decorous ni*ht 
upots that Harlem had. It til formally recommended br 
the New York City Police Department to white people 
who would »sk where waa safe to go to Harlem. 

when I had been around Harlem long enough to 
aho* signs ol permanence. It was inevitable th.v I was 
goiig to get a nickname that TOUld identify me beyond 
snv confusion with two other red-conked and well-known 
Vfteds" who were around. I had met them both. * 

One was "St. Louis Red," » professional armed rob- 
b« When I was sent to prison, he was doing some tuhe 
{or trying to stick up a dining-car steward oa a trap 
tetween New York and Philadelphia. 

The other one wa» "Chicago Red." In m speakeasy 
where I was a waiter later on, he was the funniest dish- 
washer on this earth, and we became good buddies. Now 
he's making his living being funny as a nationally known 
stage and niehtclub comedian. <l don't see any reason 
»-j-v p;i "Chicago Red" would mind me telling jlmfc Tift

knowing I was from Michigan, would ask me what city. 
Since most New Yorkers never heard of hick town iJinsin*, 
I would say "Detroit." Gradually, I began being called 
"Detroit Red"— and it spread, and stuck. 
* One afternoon In early 1941, before the regular six 
("clock Small's hustling crowd had gathered, this real 
Oeorgla -looking btack soldier sat drinking st one of my 
tables by himself. He looked dumb and pitiful, and it 1 
war. because of that why I did one ot the dumbest thlnis 
I ever did in those years. The next drink that I served 
this soldier, I bent over close wiping the table, and asked;, 
him if he wanted company. 

I knew better. It wasn't only Small's Paradise law, 
It mas every tavern's law, at least If it wasted to stay 
in business, not to get Involved with anything that could 
be Interpreted as iu pairing the morals of servicemen. 
Big trouble bad been caused by this for dozen* of place*, 
some even well known places had been pat off limits by 
the military, and some even had lost their state or elly 
licenses. 

And I had suckered myself right Into the hands ot 
one of those military "spies." Why. this black tool of the 
whits man said he sure would like seme company so 
gratefully; he even had a dumb Georgia accept! And I 
gave him the phone number of one of my best friends. 
I gave trie fellow a half hour to have gotten there, and 
then I telephoned. I expected what the woman said to 
me, that no one like that had been there. 

I didn't even go back out to the bar. I lust went 
straight to Charlie Small's office. "I just did something, 

Charlie," I said, "I don't know why I did it " And I 

told him what I'd done. 

Charlie looked at me. "I wish yon hadn't done that. 
Red." We both knew what he meant. 

When the West Indian plain-clothes detective. 
Charlie Barts, came in, J was waiting. When we got to 
the 133th Street precinct, ii was busy with police in uni- 
form, I reflected that t*o things were in my favor; I'd f 
never given the police any trouble, and when that black 
ejy soldier had tried to tip me, I had waved it away mnd 
tcld him I was just doing him * favor. I saw some other t 
detectives side-mouthing with Charlie Barts, and I think 
that when these factors were, discussed, they sort of 
agreed that Charlie Barta should just scare me. 

Even more bitter to take than the lust getting- fired, 
they barred me out of Small's. I could understand. Even 
It I wasn't actually what was called "hot," I automatically 
was going to be under surveillance now; the brothers had 
to protect their business. I wasn't a qualified hustler a* 
y et, but I surely had become schooled in the^ code.„J 
was Broke" end on my own again- IB years old.

"Preach In the name of Brother Malcolm." And the young' 
man. his nostrils dilating In anger, continued to preach. 

All over Harlem this scene was repeated last week. 
. Sometimes it was on Seventh Ave. and sometimes it wss 
on Lenox Ave. as policemen stood by trying to be as 
inconspicuous as possible. "Our enemy la the cops," one 
man at Eighth Ave. and 124th St said. "They keep us 
locked up In this ghetto. We got to break out. I'm startln' 
a new organization In the memory of Malcolm. I want you 
to. sign up!" The crowd, about 30 people, surged* forward. 
At that moment, the Black Brotherhood, the newest of more 
than 30-odd nationalist organizations In Harlem, was born. 
The group, which has no headquarters yet, will be led, if 
it survives Its next meeting in two weeks, by a JT-year-old 
Negro who calls himself Omar Naeem. 

"The only way the black man Is going to became whole 
t* to build a black community." said Mr. Naeem between 
atpa of dark coffee at a rear booth In SaUr's Luncheonette 
on Seventh Ave. "I'm not talking about a separate state or 
, anything like that. That idea Is unrealistic. The only way 
you're gonna get a separate state out of Uncle Sam Is to 
take It. And don't tell me that a bunch of black men with 
switchblades Is gonna overthrow Sam. 

"What we've got to do ts to make Harlem a true black 

community. We've got to take over the businesses, build

Is undoubtedly the largest and best-organized 
black nationalist group since Garvey, No one knows how 
bit ifcls, but there an probably more than 1,000 memben 
in New York City. 

Often, when one thinks M black nationalism, James B.

NEVER WORKED FOR A WHITE 



Most of them an .really organisations in name only. 
Some have memberships of only 10 people, others as msny 
as 100. Few ban office* with telephone numbers and many 
of their leaden operate from lunchrooms or from attache 
eases. Some meet in a members apartment and a few hold 
, their meetings on street comers, while still others meet 
at Lewis H. Michaux's famed bookstore, which is often re- 
ferred to as Harlem's black nationalist headquarters.

They have reduced bis death 
ot a banal sermon about 'He who lives bv the sword shall 
die by the sword,' That proposition doesn't bother .the edi- 
torialists when It comet to Hiroshima or the nuclear de- 
terrent. But It's useful lor lgnorlnf the real lUnlflcanS* 
of Malcolm." 

The speaker waa Bayard Rustln. perhaps the moat 
brilliant strategist of the Neiro movement, a pacifist and 
an ardent proponent of non-violence. 

"I don't want to pretend that our difference! did not 
exist or that they were unlmportunt. One t'.rn* at the 
Community Church In a debate I told him that his point 
of Tie* led to iall, to exile or to assassination. 

"And the terrible Irony la, that for all. the talk about 
violence acatnat the whites. It M Necroei whs are killed. 
That's because, leavlnt all Questions of morality »«ld* for 1 
the moment, a 10 per cent Neijro minority can't defeat a 
white majority which controls the police. And so the frus- 
tration which Malcolm articulated could not be channeled 
outward a* be demanded. So It went inward, to Maleolm 
himself." 

"But," Rustln continued, "to use this pioi*s platitude 
about Uvinc by the sword and dylnjr by the sward Is not 
only to miss the meaning* of Malcolm. It's to guarantee 
that there will be more violence/' 

"Malcolm was made anfry and violent. His mother 
was raped, his father was lynched, and he went into the 
streets selUruj dope and women and runnina; numbers. He 
rose above that, but he couldn't !?ave that wsrld com- 
pletely. He broufht part of it into the Civil RHhts move- 
ment and it ended up by kllUnf him At yi« end. ha 
seemed to be breakinf with that past rnd movlna toward 
an intetTationlat position, which makes his death all the 
more horrible. In any case, if Malcolm Is not a hero of 
the movement, he is a tragic victim. He didn't chooae vio- 
lence, violence chose aim." 

Rusttn has con* to the heart of the matter. And this, 
I take It, is what Junes Baldwin was i»ylnf when he told 
reporters who asked Mm about Malcolm's death. "You 
killed him." For Malcolm was a child of the fhetta. By 10, 
he knew more violence than most civilians meet In a life- 
time. And, as Rustln also pointed out, he spoke a bitter

A few mourners wore 
African garb, and many more wore Astrakhan hats and 
goatees.

A 26-year-old Black Muslim was charged today with 
the murder of Malcolm X. 

The suspect is Norman Butler, an unemployed 6- 
foot-2 karate expert also known as Norman 3X. He lives 
at 661 Rosedale Av., The Bronx. 

Butler's arrest at 4 a.m., after three hours of ques- 
tioning, forged the first police link between the national 
Chicago- based Black Muslim organization and the mur- 
der ot Malcolm X, the nation's No. 1 Muslim defector. 

The arrest came on the eve of the Black Muslims' 
national convention in CMcn.qo. where police said their 
security plans for Muslim leader Elijah Muhammad exceed 
anything provided for any other person except a U. S. 
President. 

There are persistent reports that Malc;oim X followers 
have picked. this weekend to strike against Muhammad to 
avenge Malcolm's murder. 

The lone previous suspect, Talmadge iHayer, 22, who 
is charged with helping gun down Malcolm >at the Audubon 
Ballroom in Washington Heights last Sunday, has refused 
to say whether he is a muslim. 

Police, still searching for at least three more assassins, 
say Butler was identified as a Black Muslim; in the shooting 
r of another Musim defector, city corrections officer "Ben- 
jamin Brown, on Jan. 6. __♦■' 
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Cbief Insp. Joseph Coyle. In 
clt mh c 1 u f the investigation, 
would not disclose Butler's al- 
leged role In the murder pond- 
ing arraignment today in Man- 
hattan Criminal Court. 

"The investigation is continu- 
ing," Coylc said, "but this is a 
very important arrest," 

Butler Called Leader 

Another police source said 
Butler was the commander of 
the murder squad. 

There were other indications 
that Duller had been identified 
by an eyewitness who "placed 
him" at the baUroom when the 
shots rang out in front of 400 
persons. 

Butler, wcnriri™ a tweed coat 
over a blue pinstripe suit and a

Confidence Wanes 

"Butler was confident when 
brought In for questioning that 
"we had no evidence against 
him," Coylc said. "But as time 
wore on, he took it seriously." 

Before being taken to a W. 
51th St. station cell for the 
night, Butler asked police to call 
his wife and notify her of his 
arrest. 

Mrs. Butler, reached by The. 
New York Post, sobbed over the

One miRht well call the death of Malcolm X and the acts 
of violence in its wake the acta of racisjl gangsters. The ven- 
tlruas of tho anti-white black tar-outers who have now turned 
anainst each other, blacks against b!acks,i recall the vendettas 
of ihc eanp *»is from (he Twenties through <h e Forties, spilling 
over into our own decade, when the "mobs'" turned against each \ 
other in ihc sti uspies for power and for a larger share In the L 
division ol the loot taken from the people. What Is common j 
to the two is the explosive and continued tviolrnfe, the assassU J 
nations, tiio threats and retaliations, the bombUiss, the pall ol

But there is a difference, too. The curfcm war, inside and 
henveert religious sects, is actually far m^rc (hat* a snuggle 
for power and pelf between rival gangs of thieves and racketeers.

After his mean birth, ULs slum upurinstys. '■'* criminal ap- 
prentice years, his years of jail reflection.

His aim was 
power, and a lot of it. Had he been born somewhere in Africa— 
in the Congo, say— he would have been content with nothing 
short of the top post in the new state. In America this was 
unlikely. He followed the Negro tradition ofj aiming at powef 
end leadership through religious-political movements. Feopla 
as unlike him and each other as Adam Cikyton Powell and 
Martin Luther King also got their start fn slieh. movements. 

It may have been an index of his power dreams that; as 
his first vehicle toward power, he was drawn ^o the Black Mus- 
lim movement, part ot whose credo was the carving out ol 
separate Npgro states in America, with Ne^ro heads of state. 
He found for * time in the Black Muslims the combination ol 
bitterness against the whites, the fanatic assertion of Nrgro 
superiority ind the power potential he wanted; * i- T 
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He helped draw nation*! attention to (tie Mark MnOim"*, 
through books like C. Eric Lincoln's and Lout!) LomaV, through 
his university lectures and his dramatic statements of the Black 
Muslim position. He sensed that the way to get national atten- 
tion was through the youhg white elite. 

His tour of the universities— of Harvard, Yale, Princrn... 
and the rest— was almost! * triumphal procession. Everywhere 
he was careful to make obeisance to Elijah, the bead of the 
movement, and to act as a Vessel through whom Elijah's wt's- 
(lom. and authority were being conveyed. Yet the impression 
one got was that of a shadowy king sitting inarticulately some- 
where In the Chicago hinterland, while the brilliant young 
prime minister, operating lout of his New York headquarters, 
got all the attention, i 

Until the documents ate available one cannot jittcss at the 
extent to which Malcolm Iftiay have counted on Elijah's com- 
placence and may have meant to make use ol the movement 
for his own purposes. If he did, then be failed to reckon with 
Elijah's tenacity about his leadership.

In hi* breakaway Malcolm tried tn htiild a new ami nmw 
realistic road <o power. He rased tip on the doctrines of total

He didn't want 
be left out ot <he main currents of the civil rights revolution 
in America and of the African revolutions with their bid for 
new roles on the stage of world history. While maintaining hi* 
own special racist doctrines he was willing to form a united 
iront with some of the other extremist Negro leaders, and even 
with some whites. 

Yet this phase of his activities, in the internal Amrriran 
struggle?, was strikingly ineffectual. As a force in the civil 
rights movement Malcolm's Sew organisation never seems to 
. hnve gotten ofT the ground. Where he did have some slight 
impact was in his visits to Africa and (he Middle East and his 
lobbying among the African delegations in the UN corridors. 
By the name of his movement he was committed to "At > 
American unity," and the role he had cut out for himself was 
as the leader of an African nationalist movement in America 
similar to the nationalist movements in Atrica. 

It didn't work, because the conditions in Africa and America 
were wholly incomparable. It ^vas the tvony of Malcolm's life 
that his death, when it came, hM so little to-do with his slated 
aims and his ambitions. By breaking from the Black Muslims 
and denouncing its leadership, Malcolm aroused currents ,of 
conflict inside the extremist N^gro movements which he \xa* 
powerless to control. There Is as yet no way of sayinp how 
and whether he became the victim oC such currents. But it Is 
worth noting and saying that, from the standpoint of the Amer- 
ican Negroes as a whole, these movements are marginal and 
not centra). The promise of Negijo life in America lies not with 
^tanatic.hatr«J but with the fulfillment of the American promise 
to Negro and white alike. - ■>
